T here is no fraudulent schem e op ­ 
erated m ore p ersistently in this coun­ 
try than the gam e by which m isp lac­ 
ed confidence is created in a p retend­ 
ed inheritance from some old estate 
“'hero are some indications th a t this 
fraud is being at this tim e p racticed 
up on som e of the citizens of Lee 
county, hence it may he well to call 
ihe attention of the p eop le to the 
fact th a t such frauds are in op er­ 
ation, and all p ersons should beware 
of them. 
The old Anneke Jans claim is p er­ 
hap s the most notable of these fraud­ 
ulent p rojects.

owned by the church society. Great 
sum s were secured from the subjects 
of this delusion as a ttorne y’s fees, 
and th e harvest th a t was reap ed was 
enorm ous. A fter the victim s began 
to rebel too loudly, a suit was ac­ 
tually com menced 
against 
T rinity 
church to recover the p rop erty. This 
suit w as b rought m ore to justify the 
so-called attorneys in their 
extor­ 
tions th a n with any exp ectation of 
gaining the suit. In 18 4 5 the sup rem e 
court of th e state of New Y ork re n­ 
dered a decision which m ay be found 
in the legal records of th a t court. 
They say that the heirs of A nneke 
Jans never p ossessed any legal claim 
of any kind for th e recovery of the 
p rop erty.

which were collected by these sw ind­ 
lers and p ocketed by them .

estate to tw enty years after the right 
of recovery first exists. If a claim ic 
not p resented 
within tw enty years 
it is barred by lim itation. Most of

seven and a half feet long . 
I his a r­ 
rang em ent is only to be used in w et 
w eather, however, when a fire may he 
started in a portable stov e and the 
cooking done under cover. 
Inside the car are four bunks, tw o 
on each side, m ade to offset from the 
side of the car so th a t all four beds 
m ay be m ade up, straps placed across 
them and then the bunks folded up 
like sleeping ear berths.

For some 
unknown reason he stopped at Mc- 
Cool, the nex t station west of Bab ­ 
cock, where he discovered that the 
signal lights of his engine were out. 
Orders Three Under Arrest. 
At the conclusion of 
Dalnour’s 
testimony Coroner Carson 
ordered 
Sheriff Green to take him into cus­ 
tody. Later the coroner ordered Con­ 
ductor Samuel 
Moste and Head 
Brakeman Daniel Woodard of the 
freight train arrested. The three men 
were charged with 
manslaughter. 
They waived ex amination b efore Jus­ 
tice Louderb ack and were placed un­ 
der $1,000 b onds each, which they 
gave. 


Try to Shift the Blame. 
Little testimony was

at today’s session. The crews of the 
first passenger and of the freight 
train tried to throw the b lame on 
each other. Dalnour insisted that he 
I alone was not to b lame, as Conduct­ 
o r Moste of the freight train should
